These  annual  services  have  steadih 
grown  in  stature  and  are  accepted  as 
a  major  musical  event  not  only  in  our 
Synagogue  but  in  the  realm  of  general 
music  as  well.  It  will  be  performed  b\ 
Cantor  David  J.  Putterman,  assisted 
by  an  enlarged  Synagogue  Choir  under 
the  able  direction  of  Mr.  Max  Helfman 
with  Mr.  Isidor  Geller  at  the  organ. 

The  program  this  year  is  dedicated  to 
the  blessed  and  revered  memory  of  our 
beloved  teacher  and  friend  Rabbi  Mil- 
ton  Steinberg. 

Mario  Castelnuovo-Tedesco  was  born 
on  April  3,  1895  in  Florence,  Italy  from 
an  Italian  Jewish  family  of  Sephardic 
origin.  He  studied  at  the  Royal  Con¬ 
servatory  “Luigi  Cherubim’  of  his  nat¬ 
ive  city,  Piano  with  Del  Valle  and  Com¬ 
position  with  Ildebrando  Pizzetti,  of

Topic:  "The  Inside  Story  of  the 
Birth  of  Israel" 


On  Friday  evening,  May  12th.  Dr. 
Daniel  Parker,  from  the  Department  of 
Political  Science  of  the  College  of  the 
City  of  New  York,  will  address  the  Con¬ 
gregation  on  the  theme,  “The  Inside 
Story  of  the  Birth  of  Israel.  Dr.  Parker 
is  at  present  engaged  in  writing  a  vol¬ 
ume  on  the  “Political  and  Economic 
Philosophy  of  Harry  S.  Truman”  which 
will  be  published  this  summer  by  Knopf 
and  Sons. 

" Behind  the  Scenes"  Information 

In  the  preparation  of  this  volume, 
Dr.  Parker  has  had  three  long  inter¬ 
views  with  President  Truman,  has  met 
with  Secretary  of  State,  Dean  Acheson, 
members  of  the  Supreme  Court  and  each 
member  of  the  President’s  Cabinet. 
He  has  spent  two  weeks  in  the  home  of 
Eddie  Jacobson  in  Kansas  City. 

He  brings  us  some  behind-the-scene 
pictures  of  contemporary  power  politics 
and  some  unknown  information  on  the 
relation  of  the  United  States  to  the  be¬ 
ginning  of  the  Jewish  State.

whom  he  became  the  favorite  pupil.  At 
twenty,  be  was  already  a  well  known 
composer  and  started  on  a  career  of 
uninterrupted  successes.  He  has  written 
for  practically  every  medium. 

In  1939,  due  to  the  political  conditions 
and  to  the  anti-Semitic  trends  of  the 
F  ascist  government,  he  emigrated  to  the 
United  States,  where  he  has  lived  since. 
Among  his  works  of  Jewish  inspiration 
are  two  Piano  Suites,  The  Dances  of 
King  David  and  Chorals  on  Hebrew 
Melodies,  the  2nd  Violin  Concerto  “The 
Prophets”  (written  for  Jascha  Heifetz, 
who  first  performed  it  with  the  New 
York  Philharmonic,  under  the  direction 
of  Arturo  Toscanini  in  1934)  and,  for 
the  Synagogue,  a  Lecho  Dodi  (first  per¬ 
formed  at  the  Park  Avenue  Synagogue 
in  1943),  a  Kol  Nidre,  and  a  Sacred 
Service  for  the  Sabbath  Eve.  Recently 
he  has  completed  a  Biblical  Oratorio 
based  on  “The  Book  of  Ruth.”

A  Survey  Committee  from  the  newly 
formed  Synagogue  Council  will  handle 
the  mechanics  of  the  inquirv  and  it  will 
be  carried  out  under  all  safeguards  of 
complete  anonymity.  The  results  of  the 
Survey  will  be  reviewed  at  the  forth¬ 
coming  National  Convention  of  the  Unit¬ 
ed  Synagogue  in  Washington,  D.C.
